Hew Little Girls lay Help. - 
A iitle girl's mission baud has 
been at work for the last year in 
Norwalk, Ct. It was origin at t.i 
by two or three girls who had 
attended, with their mother*, a 
ladies' missionary meeting, and 
bad been interested in the ad- 
dress of a returned missionary 
lady. The meetings of the baud 
have been held monthly, conduct- 
ed by the youthful preeideut, 
who with a secretary and treas- 
urer, is chosen from its own 
number.
